‘Of prohibiting any negro, mulatto or Indjan 
Srom purchasing any while servant / Tt declares

gue that these sections of the Black Lawaare 
both useless and insulting to the common 
sense of the people and to the spirit of their 
free institutions. 

We eay that these laws are unconstitution- 
al. The Supreme Court of the State held in 
Thornton's ease, (11 Til. 382) that “Section 5, 
chapter 74, Revised Statutes, is void, because 
it assumes to legislate on the subject of the 
recaption of fugitive slaves, over which sub- 
ject Congress has supreme and exclusi 
er.” This section 5 embraces the very es- 
sence of the old Biack Laws, and being swept 
away by decision of the Supreme Court, there is 
nothing left save a few relics of barbarous 
Sdeas which were long ago banished from the 
minds and consciences of the people. These 


Jaws proceed upon the idea that a colored 


person is a slave, and that he belongs to some- 
bedy. An exception is made in favor of those 
Who resided in the State at the time the new 
Constitution was adopted. All others at- 
tempting to come into the Slate are held to 
be unlawfully escaping from servitude, and 
the law therefore makes it as difficult as pos- 
sible for him to gain entrance and secure a 
hiding place among as. A careful reading of 
our Biack Laws will convince any ove that 
they were enacted in the first instance not 
under any apprehension that th» State would 
be overrun by negroes, but for the purpose of 
aiding slave catchers in their nefarious work. 
Thedirst four sections prescribe certain forms 
of registration for colored persons desirous of 
settling im the State, requiring bonds to be 
filed in the County Court in the penal sum of 
$1,000 eacis, that such colored person shal! 


- mot become a charge to the county by reason 


of poverty, and that he or she shall obcy the 
laws of the State.
